WASHINGTON — (fl'j— The United 


States warned other nations Wednes-

Slate Hull issued a statement say- 
ing: 


"Intervention in the domestic af- 


fairs of The Netherlands Indies or 
any alteration of their status quo 
would be prejudicial to the cause of 
stability, peace and security not only 
in the region of The Netherlands In- 
dies but in the entire Pacific area." 


Hull's statement was issued in res- 


ponse to a statement by the Japanese 
minister for foreign affair on Mon- 
day expressing Japan's concern for 
the maintenance of the status quo 
of The Netherlands Indies. 


"Any 
change in the status o£ The 


Netherlands Indies would directly af- 
fect the interests of many countr- 
ies," Hull said. "The 
Netherlands 


Indies are very important in the in- 
ternational relationships of the whole 
Pacific ocean. The islands themselv- 
es extend for a distance of approxi- 
mately 3,200 miles cast and west as- 
tride of the equator, from the Indian 
ocean on the east.

The only thing that 
might tie up the British in the north 
is the Nazi mine and plane menace, 
for some undisclosed reason not yet 
fully committed to battle.

pensation of this nearly 2,000,000 pub- 
lic employes to the exclusion of thq 
people, then there will have been de- 
veloped a ruling class^-or in any event 
the most fearful pressure group in the 
history of government among men. ' 


"Whether this is a by-product or an 


objective of present national policies^ 
the result is the same, and it is un- 
American and a challenge 'to those of 
us who believe in American constitu- 
tional governmept." 


Bailey, life-long democrat, said in 


conclusion he-was "not anti-anything," 
and disclaimed any purpose to give 
aid or comfort "to any organized po- 
litical party other than the democratic 
party." 


"I want to be sure, however," he 


said, "that the leadership of my party 
is not the proponent of state capital- 
ism.

American Combat- 


Ships Capable of 400 


Miles Per Hour

The Yanks may not bo coming, 


but their planes are. 


The word reaching Europe may well 


change the course of the -war. News 
that American combat planes that 
can fly -400 miles an hour will soon 
bo shipped to the allies may bring 
on the world's greatest air battles 
—battles that will decide the. outcome 
of the war in the north, 


Germany apparently has lost so 


rnuch naval strength already that 
she must resist Franco-British 
na- 


val superiority mainly through her 
formidable air force. Air bombing 
attacks are now llie greatest threat 
to allied control of the seas. 


Should the allies lose that control, 


then from western Norway the Nazis 
could not only bomb Scotland and 
northern Britain, but after that bomb- 
ing had sunk enough Britisrt warships, 
they could invade Scotland.

The British ships that steamed into 


Dslo harbor to cut the main troop 
terry for the Nazi invasion of Nor 
way certainly took a risk. 


They dared mines and torpedoes in 


the narrow seas. To stay they darec 
attack by Germany's' capital ship: 
and airplanes. 


Yet the British allowed these foe 


menmore time by postponing shelling 
Oslo to save its civilians. 


But the risks the British take an 


those calculated risks that must b 
taken in a war so dazzling as this 
'new war in the north, and in thi 
region Britain's stakes are more vita, 
than anywhere on the continent save 
the low countries. 


Once let Germany establish her- 


self on the western Norwegian coast 
300 North Sea miles from Scotland 
and her submarines and planes could 
attack British commerce, naval bases 
and cities with a violence and persis- 
tence to make previous raids look 
like a peck on the cheek. 


Right now spring weather is re- 


moving two protections Britain'has 
enjoyed all winter—a 40-mile head 
wind and a thick, low-lying cloud 
bank. 


If 
German bombers 
can whittle 


down the British fleet, German trans- 
ports could bear troops across those 
300 miles.from Norway to invade 
Scotland. 


The British must show audacity 


along (hat whole 1000-mile Norwegian 
seafront before the Germans can link 
hands with larger and probably mec- 
hanized armored forces trying to push 
northward. 


Warships attacking fixed land forti- 


fications always are handicapped, but 
tile British cannot too miserly count 
the cost. They are fighting primarily 
not to gain Norway as a springboard 
to invade Germany, but to push Ger- 
many off a springboard whence she 
might invade Britain. 


The British have their backs to the 


wall—in effect, that seawnll that hit- 
herto has been their rampart. But 
the wall may best be defended from 
the air by the Yanks' planes that 
now at the crucial moment are coming.

The prospective mother needs to pay 


especial attention to personal 
hy- 


giene. More ihan ever before she 
should give strict attention to diet, 
bathing, sleeping, evercise, recreat- 
ion and elimination. Her doctor will 
outline her daily routine, but it 
will be her responsibility to see that 
it is all carried out faithfully. 
If 


she knows something about the nor- 
mal functions' of the body and what 
she may expect during pregnancy it 
will be a great help in following good 
health habits. 


The diet is of primary importance 


to the expectant mother. vThe food 


j which the mother takes must not 
only fulfill her daily needs as to 
calories, protein, minerals, vitamins, 
etc.. but must be so balanced as to 
meet the needs of the unborn baby. 
Strictly considered, it is not neces- 
sary for the mother to eat for two 
if "she has an ample, well-balanced 
diet Herself. The foods 'taken must 
provide for growth and" repair, must 
give sufficient" energy, must be pro- 
tective against the deficiency diseas- 
es and must promote regular elimin- 1 
ation. Water is very* important for 
regulation and should be taken in 
such quantities as the doctor advis- 
es. 


The foods which are basic to go'od 


nutrition may be listed as follows: 


Milk up to one quart a day should 


be taken in some form. 


Fresh and stewed fruits may be 


taken daily and some of the citrus 
fruits should be included. 


Vegetables, especially the colored 


ones, cooked and uncooked, are de- 
sirable and should be eaten daily. 


Whole grain breads and 
cereals 


are to be preferred to refined foods. 


If the mother is given an ample, 


well-balanced diet with all the food 
elements and vitamins, it will not be 
necessary to resort to the more cost- 
ly refined; fpqds; and vitamins which 
in;any case should he prescribed only 
by her physician. 


The teeth of many women are more 


susceptible' to decay during pregnancy 
and should therefore 
receive the 


early care of a dentist and be period- 
ically examined for defects. The pro- 
per care of the breasts should be 
emphasized as a prelude to success- 
ful breast feeding. 


The mental attitude of the prospec- 


tive mother toward her pregnancy 
is of considerable importance. She 
should be impressed'that a calmn 
mind free from worry and fear 
should be cultivated. Harmony with- 
in the family and the banishment 
of 'superstitious fears will do much 
toward a happy outcome of pre- 
gnancy.

dustry joined an executive of a manu- 
facturing concern Wednesdy in op- 
posing the Patman bill to tax inter- 
state chain stores, 
: 


C. M. Baker, president of the In- 


ternational Typographical Union, told 
a house subcommittee the measure 
would levy a tax on Initiative and 
efficiency, and place a premium upon 
mediocrity. 


"You do not need to tax to de- 


Uroy," he said. "Whenever. one of 
the concerns affected by this bill ceas- 
es to serve the public and to con- 
tinuously "tell" the public what, it 
has to offer and where it is offered 
and at what prices, it will pass from 
the picture." 


Baker said 51 
daily newspapers 


suspended publication last year, and 
that the Putman bill forcing chain 
stores to close because of prohibit- 
ive taxation, probably would accele- 
rate such newspaper suspension by 
removing an important source of ad- 
vertising revenue. 


The Lapin Products company's Ne- 


wark (N. J,) plan, a delegate from 
!hc plant's employes, urged defeat 
of the measure. 


The company manufactures a di- 


versity of products for variety stores. 
Hammer said large scale, economical 
year-round production was possible
